BOND-AIDED RAILROADS 


The Secretary of the Interior in his 


ftnunal report, referring to bond-aided 
railroads, says he complied with the 
joint resolution passed by Congress 
laatJune requiring him to continue to 
issue patents to bona fide purchasers of 
lands sold by bond-aided railroads, but 
he declined to issue patents to reserved 
lands on the application of the Centra) 
Pacific Company. He says representa- 
tives of that company contend that 
their road is not in default to the Gov 
ernment and that if it were the lands 
are not covered by the Government 
mortgage and cannot be held to secure 
the same, but he does not agree with 
either of these statements. 


Referring to the indebtedness of the 


roads, the Secretary says that in his 
judgment it is much better for tbe 
Government to accept a lump sum in 
cash for its claims against the roads, if 
by doing so those claims can be settled 
and connection between the only roads 
it has ever aided by direct subsidy be 
effectually severed. Such a solution 
of t!iis vexed question, toe Secretary 
thinks, would meet the hearty approval 
of tbe people generally and relieve all 
branches of the Government of the 
troublesome and trying responsibility. 


The Secretary of the Interior appears 


to be oppossd to the Funding bill as 
well as to the Government ownership 
of railroads. He thinks the proper v. ay 
to settle the claims is for the loadsto 
pay the Government in cash a sum to 
be agreed upon. NP doubt the com- 
panies could raiso the amount neces- 
sary to do that and if the Funding bill 
is defeated it will piobably be done, as 
the several transcontinental lines will 
not want Government competition in 
the railroai business, and they have 
power to prevent it. As several millions 
of railroad bonds have been pa:d by 
the Government and eight or ten 
millions moie mature in a few weeks, 
Congress will have to dispose of the 
question in some way or other a! this 
or the next session, unless the new Ad- 
ministration should decide toiedetm 
the bonds and let tbe companies lun 
the loads as they have been doing
